However, aa long as operation of the 
transmitter and receiving sites is required to support communications needs as 
such, and to the extent that appreciable costs are not involved, wa believe 
that the broadcast capability should not be totally discarded St this tins and 
that a fractional affort targeted at the USSR and possibly Bulgaria should be 
continued. Athens is rather unique as a base from which we can go on the sir 
on unassigned frequencies, with propaganda broadcasts in various languages, 
without either prior or ex post facto censorship by the local authorities, 
Therefore, we recommend keeping foT t!he time being one highly imaginative 
writer for the Russian program and one for the Bulgarian, We also raoomtand 
that those writers whom we send hone and whom Headquarters wishes to keep 
occupied there pending resettlement continue to make tapes which wa oaa use. 
Alternatively, we suggest that in some instances— -such as GAMBLE who has 
recently arrived in Athens and who may not be easily resettled-— you way wish 
to keep the writer productively occupied here while his resettlement plans are 
worked out ,

Message : We produce one new 15 -minute program everyfive days which seeks to 
put pressure on the middle level Albanian Communist v to act in line with the 
purposes noted above, tec i aca ma a a c com itsAamiHg vsattxmsz We advened 
nationalist arguments to appeal to the strong patriotic sentiments of most 
Albanians. Hence we attack Albanian leaders as being Soviet puppets, we have 
campaigned for the rehabilitation of nationalist (and anti-Yugoslav) Albanian 
poet Gjergj Fishta, and we have called repeatedly hpon Albanian leaders to 
take steps to defend the Albanian minority in Kossovo from Yugoslav per- 
secution — the latter is a very ticklish point for the Albanian leaders. 

RSA is presently cuddling Radio Shkoder each day from 1U30-1500 hours GMT, 
in the hope of increasing the listening audience. (In the absence of an RFE 
program for Albania, RSA is the only non-governmental broadcasting service 
operating into the area and is, of course, the only one specifically directed 
against the Communist elite.) 
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Effectiveness : 

1. Where is the signal heard? In Belgrade and Zagreb (VOA and KUBARK 
monitors), London (FBIS and BBC), and in Albania (based on Albanian 
reactions ~ see below), 

a, September-October 1957 * A refugee Albanian construction 
foreman stated during detriefing in Greece in May 1958 that 
he had heard Radio Socialist Albania on several occasions 
while in Kocane, Yugoslavia, He described the broadcasts 
as being M&rxis t-Leninis t in content, with an anti-Stalinist 
bias, and said that they attacked the leadership of the 
Albanian party. This refugee had assumed that the programs 
originated from Titograd, 

b. Late 1958 s A returning legal traveller declared that a 
liberal Communist friend of his had listened to RSA once or 
twice, and believed that it was the tool of some anti- 
Albanian power. 

To our knowledge there is no jamming in Albania, although sky-wave 
jammers operate occasionally from Rumania, the Soviet Union, etc, 

2, How does the target react ? 

a. 16 March 1958s In an editorial in the Albanian Government 
dally Zeri i Popullit, repeated over Radio Tirana, Chief of 
Internal Security Hysni KAPO branded as baseless the accusations 
of revisionists that the Party indulged in dogmatism and 
Stalinism in Albania. (This is RSA’s standard line on the 
Regime) 

b. 2h May 1958: Radio Tirana re-broadcast a speech by 

member of the Central Committee of the Party Liri BELISHOVA 
in which she saidj "At the moment the leaders of the League 
(presumably the League of Communists of Yugoslavia — as noted 
below the Albanians are confused as to the ’role' played by 
the LCY in RSA broadcasts) are trying to stop the unmasking 

of modern revisionism by saying that we are going back to 
the year 191*8." (This was the thesis of a RSA special 
program broadcast from 6-17 May 1958; it was entitled 
"History Is Being Repeated.") 

c« 22 June 1958; An editorial, "Modem Revisionism Must Be 
Fought Until It Is Completely Destroyed, As A Theory And 
Politically," appeared in Zeri i Popullit and was carried 
over Radio Tirana. "It is not accidental," went the 
charge, "that the imperialist press and radio — and Albanian 
emigrees — are widely using the slogans of the Yugoslav 
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press to call on our people 'to overthrow anti -democratic 
and Stalinist socialism,' and to replace it 'with Tito's 
humanitarian type of socialism. (Excepting th® name "Tito," this 
is the oft-repeated platform of RSA. ) 

d. 16 November 1958: Radio Tirana broadcast an editorial 

from that day's Zeri i Populllt which was a diatribe against 
revisionism, and which was in apparent direct reply to a 
RSA program which was broadcast on the previous day. 

e„ 3 March 1959* A speech by Errver HOXHA, First Secretary of 
the Central Committee of the Albanian Workers 1 Party, ad- 
dressed to the People's Assembly (parliament), was recorded 
and carried the same day on Radio 'Tirana, and was repeated 
on h March in the Albanian daily papers: "This anti-Albanian 

campaign also comprises the broadcasts of the U.S. Socialist 
Albania radio station which is located near Athens and is 
supplied with propaganda materials from Belgrade. This 
radio station has recently said that "the Albanian leader- 
ship is defending Kossovo (the Albanian ethnic area in 
Yugoslavia) with wards only" j and it asks the question: "Why 

doesn't the Albanian leadership bring the question of Kossovo 
before the United Nations?" This shameful campaign organized 
by the Anglo-American reactionary clique will not only fail 
shamefully without fooling or frightening anyone, but it will 
remove the mask from the renegades from Marxism and dicxr that 
they are fully in the service of American imperialism," (RSA 
began to attack the Tirana Government for words rather than 
deeds on the Kossovo issue with a series of broadcasts on 
16 January 1959, and again on 19 February.) 

f. Early March 1959: The later theme was picked up on another 

plane when Marshal Tito, immediately upon returning from his 
-tour through Asia and Africa (in fact in his very first 
speech on reaching Yugoslavia), stated that the Albanians 
were looking for trouble in regard to Kossovo by threatening 
to take the matter to the U.N. He declared that it should 
really be for Yugoslavia itself to take the Kossovo question 
to the United Nations,
